ISTANBUL, Turkey, April 3.—(/ 
Samuel Insull, beaten in his long 


fight against extradition to the United 
States, expressed his readiness tonight 
to return to America if be could be 
assured he would not be persecuted 
by his “enemies.” 

Jurists declared he could not ap- 
peal from a decision of a penal court 
on which Turkey's decision to send 
back the fugitive was based; the gov- 
ernment kept him in jail and consid- 
ered his case closed; and American ol- 
ficials prepared to come and get him. 

Disconsolate in the drab surround- 
ings of a prison hospital room and 
depressed because of the latest devel- 
opments in his dramatic fight against 
three governments, Insull cabled to his 
London representative for funds. “It 
is generally believed that the former 
millionaire financier, and patron of 
the arts is comparatively poor.

A mysterious shooting here tonight 
which federal officials took elaborate 
precautions te shroud in secrecy gave 
rise to rumors in police circles that a 
man and woman companion of John 
Dillinger were involved. Rumors were 
even heard that Dillinger himself was 
the. victim. 

The shooting’ occurred in fhe beart 
of the St. Paul negto «district and 
the man badly wonnded was taken 
under heavy guard to the city hospital 
where he was booked as “Harry 
Green.” 

He had been shot through the head 
and body. 

Officials refused to disclose who 
did the. shooting. the identity of the 
pair, or any ‘information concerning 
the affair.

responsible for John Dillinger’s escape 
from jail with a toy pistol on March 
. a grand jury found today in in- 
dicting two minor officials on charges 
of aiding the outlaw. 

The men indicted are Ernest Blunk, 
fingerprint expert, and Sam Cahoon, 
84-year-old turnkey who has been a 
prisoner himself many times. 

The jury, after. hearing 53 witnesses 
in three weeks, also severely censured 
Sheriff Lillian Holley, Circuit Judge 
Wiliam J. Murray, Warden Lou Ba- 
ke and 11 jail guards. 

The jury’s report stated that the 
six members ieved the escape was 
flue more to negligence on the part of 
high officials and cowardice on the 
part of minor ones than it was to col- 
nsion.

Thousands of Workers 


Given Increases in Pay

Wages skipped up from 10 to 20 
per cent yesterday for thousands of 
workers in widely separated industrial 
units. 

In Groton, Conn., the Electric Boat 
Company, building submarines for the 
United States navy. adopted a 36-hour 
week over its 32-hour week and raised 
wages proportionately for 1,000 work- 


men.

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Coal Men Take Time Out 
To Consider Increase in 
Scale of Pay. 


By ihe Associated Press. 

Coal mining operations were at a 
standstill in several states and thou- 
sands of miners Were temporarily out 
of work yesterday as mine operators 
took time out to consider the presi- 
dent’s order instituting the 35-hour, 
week and increasing wage scales in 
the bituminous field. 

Virtually all mines were shut down 
in Illinois but many were scheduled 
to reopen today as a result of action 
taken by the Illinois Coal Operators 
Association at Chicago. The operators 
unanimously voted to comply with the 
executive order pending the formal 
hearing on the wage-hour order next 
Monday at Washington. 

General Hugh S. Johnson, recovery 
administrator, said he intended that 
the order amending the coal code 
should remain in effect unless the 
operators at the Washington hearing 
could show they were economically 
unable to comply. 

All mines would “blow for business” 
today “where business warrants,” 
William J. Jenkins, president of the 
association, said 

The association's order affects only 
United Mine Workers. Members of the 
coal producers of Illinois, who have 
eontracts with the Progressive Miners 
of America, held an informal meeting 
and decided to allow each operator 
to decide the question of reopening 
for himself. 

The NRA order cuts the number of 
working hours in Illinois, but leaves 
the daily wage rate at $5. 

Many western Kentucky coal mines 
shut down while operators and dis- 
. tributors gathered at Louisville to for- 
mulate a protest against the $4.60 a 
day scale set for the southern fields 
under the new code. The operators 


declared they could not pay the scale. 


The order affects 140 mines, employ- 
ing some 10,000 men in the district. 

Mines generally were shut down in 
the McAlester district of Oklahoma 
and coal mine operators were cancel. 
ling orders booked for fuel following 
the order to increase the day scale 
to $4.60, and to reduce the hours of 
work. Operators claimed the code 
changes would virtually destroy the 
eoal industry in that section, because 
of availability of cheap natural gas 
and oll. 


In the Fairmont coal fields of West 
Virginia, several thousand miners 
stayed away from work, declining to 
aecept the wage scale offered by op 
erators. Union’ representatives de- 
manded pay be raised to the same 
level in the agreement announced in 
Washington for the Appalachian field. 
Fairmont operators are insisting on 
a retention of the 24-cent differential. 

A new labor contract was signed 
between operators of the smokeless 
coal fields of southern West Virginia 
and the United Mine Workers of 
America. - It provides for a five-day 
week and a basic daily wages of $4.60.

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Considerable opposition to the gov- 
ernment’s plan for federal relief of 
the dairy products industry was ex-

| While the objections to the plan in 
general were confined to special points 
in the proposal there were en6ugh 
open discussions and questions to 
carry the first day's meeting an hour 
past its scheduled time for recess, de- 
spite continued reminders of the chair- 
man the time for closing had ar- 
rived. 


Some points creating most heated 
discussions involved questions of sur- 
plus dairy products, some contending 
there was no surplus in this area of 
dairy products. 


Other delegates contended there 
would be no benefit in the plan for 
the producer-distributor, while an- 
other representative claimed nothing 
would benefit the producer until the 
“spread” given the distributor was 
shortened. 


Frank A. Buchanan, manager of 
the Georgia Milk Producers’ Associa- 
tion, told the delegates that the 
“plight of the south Atlantic farmers 
was due to the “failure of Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace to have milk 
marketing agreements carried out.” 

The Georgia Milk Producers’ Asso- 
ciation is composed of producers in 
the Atlanta milk shed. 


Levert Tells of Agreement. 

William Levert, who said he repre- 
‘sented 150 milk producers of Putnam 
county, spoke of a marketing agree- 
ment, which he described as working 
to the advantage of the producers. 
| ; Trent, assistant director of 
the commodities division of the de- 
| partment of agriculture, previously 
had stated that the relief plan had 
nothing whatever to do with existing 
marketing Agreements. 

It was disclosed at the afternoon 
session that a fund of $225,000 has 
been set aside by the government for 
an educational program should the 
proposed plan be adopted. 

Agricultural adjustment administra- 
tion officials let this be known at the 
first of a two-day meeting attended 
by representatives of the industry 
from Alabama, Georgia, Florida, 
North and South Carolina. 

After outlining the plan,

‘Turn them into fertilizer for the 
benefit of the farmer,“ he replied, and 
received applause. 


Cotton Farmer Benefited. 


The proposal to spend $225,000 for 
assisting in carrying out the plan was 
diselosed by W. E. Wintermeyer, ex- 
tension dairyman, of the United States 
department of agriculture. He also 
outlined many ways by which the 
farmer could dispose of his products 
without putting them on the market. 
Among. these were more consumption 
in the farm home, and increased cull- 
ing. He-also advoeated more rough-. 
age for feed and less grain. 


In turning the meeting over for gen- 
eral discussions and questions, Harry 
L. Brown, director of agricultural ex- 
tension of the University of Georgia, 
called attention to “the dog the gov- 
ernment first tried the method on” 
and how well he has fared. He re- 
ferred to the cotton farmer, who, he 
said. had received approximately $25,- 
000,000 more for the 1933 crop than 
had been estimated should the crop 
as planted gone on to harvest.” 

D. P. Trent, assistant director. of 
the commodities division Of the de- 
partment of agriculture, told the dele- 
gates that the dairy industry during 
the last two years had “undergone

Disease eradication also 
would be another probable means of 
utilization of some of the fund.

Georgia Fields 
And Streams

The red-bellied dace that i col- 
lected at Stone Mountain last Sun- 
day afternoon are not red-bellied at 
all. They are intensely blue, almost 
purple, as a matter of fact. But then, 
the red only appears at the breeding 
season. There is a faint flush of 
crimson at the base of the dorsal and 
caudal fins, but that is the limit of 
the red to come. 


Something about these small fish re- 
minds me strongly of the dogfish 
sharks I once dissected. The fins are 
not transparent and the pectorals and 
pelvics are in a constant state of mo- 
tion, and their opaque whiteness mov- 
ing against the brown silty bottom of 
a stream is striking. Dace are active 
fish. There is none of the slow and 
leisurely movement commonly found 
in the larger fish or some smaller min- 
nows. They dash about here and 
there, seemingly moved by an engine 
that has. but one speed. From a mo- 
tionless start, they can disappear more 
quickly than any other species I have 
ever tried to collect. This dashing 
habit proved the undoing of some that 
were living in a shallow pool. I 
chased them into one end of the pool 
and spread my net across the down- 
stream side while my father chased 
them back into the net. They are 
now reposing peacefully in my garden 
— and in an aquarium in my of- 
ice. 

I think that this species is Chro- 
somus eos. Having just learned that 
Eos was the Greek equivalent of the 
Roman Aurora, I am interested in the 
developing of the red as breeding sea- 
son approaches. Shall we expect a 
sunrise on a fish's body? 

This is the group of fishes that are 
commonly called cardinal fish, being 
sold by many dealers in tropical fish 
as a fancy species. They are undoubt- 
edly an attractive aquarium fish. but 
there should never be any effort made 
to deceive the customer. The dace 
ean be kept in an outdoor pool all 
winter long, which would never be 
attempted éven by a novice for the 
tropical forms. If the bottom of your 
pool be dark in color, these little fish 
will show up most clearly. I have 
more or less solved the problem by 
making half the bottom of my pool 
dark and covering the other half with 
white sand. The dace have begun to 
swim circles around the Gambusia and 
the lazy goldfish are di with try- 
oe watch them. I shall not be at 
all surprised if I find myself getting 
rid of some goldfish and giving the 
pool wholly to the native minnows 
and their allies. I am sure the lat- 
ter are the more ornamental.

BUS-RAIL RATE AGREEMENT. 


The agreement reached between 
the railroads and the bus lines in 
the southeast to eliminate destruc- 
tive methods of competition is a 
wise step towards bringing the re- 
lations of these two forms of trans- 
portation to a businesslike, live- 
and-let-live basis. , 


The cut-throat competition be- 
tween rail and highway transporta- 
tion in the past has proven ruinous 
to both. The railroads have been 
‘forced to cut their rates to a point 
where they could not expect to 
operate profitably, and these cuts 
have been met by the bus com- 
panies by still further reductions 
in their already low fares. 

There is patronage enough for 
both these types of transportation 
to operate on a money-making 
basis if their respective affairs are 
soundly conducted and the destruc- 
tive competition of the past is 
eliminated. 

The agreement places rates on a 
basis much lower than the present 
basic rates, or the rate that pre- 
vailed before the war. The 1.5- 
cent and 2?-cent rates in effect dur- 
ing the past few months on some 
railroads were not general, but were 
experimental, having been resorted 
to by the railroads in the endeavor 
to get back some of the patronage 
lost during the past decade. 

The minimum train fare set in 
the agreement is 2 cents a mile, 
and the abominable surcharge, in 
effect since the war, is eliminated. 
Bus fares are set at a figure from 
15 to 25 per cent lower than the 
rail rates. 


The net result of the agreement 
would be to stabilize the affairs of 
both rail and highway transporta- 
tion and give the traveling public 
the benefit of improved service at 
permanently fixed low rates. 

The agreement in no manner 
contemplates the elimination of le- 
gitimate and energetic competition 
between the two types of transpor- 
tation. Rather, it creates a sound 
basis on which the railroads and 
the bus companies may actively 
seek the patronage of the traveling 
public. 

The agreement was reached as 
an outcome of the appeal of the 
bus companies to the NRA, follow- 
ing the drastic rate cuts instituted 
some months ago by the railroads 
in the effort to get back their fast- 
dwindling business. To become ef- 
fective it must receive the approval 
of the interstate commerce com- 
mission and a modification must be 
made in the motor bus code. If 
both these steps are taken, it is 
proposed to have the new fares go 
into effect on June 1. 

The modification of the bus code 
will be a comparatively simple mat- 
ter and it is inconceivable that the 
commission will decline to approve 
inherently sound a proposal, 
aimed as it is at putting the com- 
petition of these two types of trans- 
portation on a businesslike basis 
which will enable both to operate 
safely and profitably. 

While the agreement affects only 
the southeast, the beneficial effect 
it is certain to have in the stabili- 
vation of transportation affairs will 
undoubtediv lead to the establish- 
ment of similar competitive rela- 
tions between the railroads and the 
bus companies in every section of 
the country.

A PROGRESSIVE STEP. 

Announcement by the Seaboard 
Air Line that its two crack trains, 
one from New York to Florida and 
the other to Atlanta and Birming- 
ham, will be air-conditioned on a 
vear-round basis, marks the taking 
of an inevitable step looking to- 
ward the improvement of railroad 
service to the traveling public. 

For many years the railroads of 
the United States led the Industry 
of the country in modernization, but 
for the past decade they have not 
progressed as before. There has 
heen vo material improvement in

So long, as is now 
generally the case in Georgia, a 
handful of voters name our public 
officials, there can de but little 
hope for the achievemente of the 
administrative reforms so badly 
needed in most Georgia local gov- 
ernments. 

States and communities in other 
sections of the Union vote on the 
average from two to three times as 
heavily as is the rule in Georgia, 
where the majority of the citizens 
Stay away from the polls on elec- 
tion day. 

Since receiving the ballot, wom- 
en have led in the fight for in-

NITRATE INTERESTS PROTEST. 


Those commentators who for 
months have been busily engaged 
in pointing out the inevitableness“ 
of war, either in Europe or the far 
east, have used as one of their 
chief talking points the increased 
sales of Chilean nitrates — this 
product being largely used in the 
manufacture of munitions. 


Now the nitrate interests have 
come forward with a vigorous pro- 
test over their industry being used 
as a “yardstick for Mars.“ The in- 
creased shipments, instead of being 
for war, have, they hold, been for 
agriculture, the most peaceful of 
pursuits. : 


Such interpretation of the news 
that there has been a 700 per cent 
increase” in nitrate stocks passing 
through the Panama canal—long 
held as a gauge by which to meas- 
ure the degree of war preparations 
in the countries to which the car- 
goes were consigned—is all wrong, 
according to the nitrate people. 

Nitrate production figures for 
the past two decades indicate that 
the nitrate people are right. Last 
year only 7 per cent of the total 
world consumption of nitrate was 
produced in Chile, while 10 years 
earlier the figure was 35 per cent 
and before the war 65 per cent. 

The reason for this decrease lies 
in the fact that 70 per cent of the 
world’s nitrate needs is now sup- 
plied by synthetic nitrogen com- 
pounds, with each country largely 
supplying its own needs. The sin- 
gle exception is Japan, and this ac- 
counts for the increase in ship- 
ments of Chilean nitrates to that 
country. 

Last year the United States, 
which formerly used practically all 
the nitrates that came through the 
canal, bought practically none, be- 
cause we were fully supplied from 
stocks held by American importers 
who were forced by bankers to 
liquidate loans based on this com- 
modity. During the year stocks on 
hand in the United States shrank 
from more than 400,000 tons to 
100,000 tons.

TUBERCULOSIS GERMS IN 
PASTEURIZED MILK. 

In London, England, despite the 
fact that 90 per cent of the milk sup- 
ply is pasteurized (that is, par-boiled 
or heated to 145 degrees F. for about 
20 minutes and then allowed to cool 
again) 3.2 per cent of samples pur- 
chased over the country were found 
to contain tubercle bacilli. 

In an investigatign of the milk in 
the cities of Edinburgh, Glasgow, Aber- 
deen and Dundee, Scotland, composite 
churn samples of raw milk from the 
farms were found to contain tubercle 
bacilli in about 10 per cent of the 
samples tested, while raw tank milk 
(shipping in bulk) was infected with 
tubercle bacilli in 37.5 per cent of the 
tests. Similar tests of pasteurized 
milk in Scotland show tubercle 
bacilli present in 8.2 per cent of the 
tests made, where the flash process 
of pasteurization was employed, and 
in 2.8 per cent of the tests where the 
holding of pasteurization was 
employed. 

The “flash process” means the milk 
is merely heated up to or above the

I have often expressed here my own 
preference for raw milk provided the 
milk comes from a goat or from cow 
that have been tuberculin tested or 
found by a qualified veterinary free 
from tuberculosis or other communi- 
cable disease. I have assured all who 
ean afford it that certified milk is the 
only grade of raw milk one can rely 
on in any circumstance. 


In my own home we use plain raw 
milk which comes from a _ tuberculin- 
tested herd, because we like the taste 
of pure raw milk better than that of 
pasteurized milk. If we were feeding 
a baby or young child I think we 
should prefer certified milk or else 
we should boil this pure raw milk five 
minutes to make sure of destroying 
any disease germs that might be in it, 
either from the cow or from handlers 
of the milk. 

The great typhoid epidemic in Mon- 
treal a few years ago was traced to 
one typhoid patient on a dairy farm, 
whence the milk carried the germs, 
right through the pasteurization plant 
which was under the nominal super- 
vision of an officer of the city health 
department.

House Committee Expected ; 


To Approve Commodity Bill 


Hearings on Proposed 
Legislation To Regulate 
Commodity Exchanges 
Are Begun in House. 


WASHINGTON, April 3—(#)—A 
favorable report on the bill for fed- 


eral regulation of the commodity ex- 
changes is expected next week from 
the house agriculture committee but 
the impression grew in congress today 
the measure would not be enacted at 
‘this session. 


Hearings on the proposed legislation 
began before the house agriculture 
committee today with Dr. J. W. T. 
Duvel, chief of the grain futures ad- 
ministration of the department of ag- 
riculture, testifying that speculative 
wheat buying had figured in market 
breaks in the past and government 
control was needed. 

The senate agriculture committee, 
however, has not fixed a date for 
2 gag on the commodity exchange 
ill. 

The principles of the measure have 
been indorsed by President Roosevelt 
but commodity exchange regulation 
has been laid aside while the discus- 
sion of its companion piece, the stock 


exchange regulatory bill, bas gone on 
both in and out of congress. 

Leaders in both the senate and 
house said the administration must ap- 
ply pressure to pass the commodity 
exchange bill unless the session were © 
indefinitely prolonged. 

The proposal before the house com- 
mittee would alloW a commission con- 
sisting of the secretary of agriculture, 
the attorney-general and the secretary 
of commerce to put a limit on specula- 
tive trading. 

Duvel said 2,000,000 or 3,000,0000 
bushels of wheat. in his opinion, 
should be the maximum speculative 
holding for an individual. 

The grain futures head testified the 
large traders were found on the short, 
or bearish side of the market most 
of the time since the majority of the 
small buyers were bullish and bought 
for a rise. 

“An intensive study of the effect 
of large scale trading on price move- 
ments has shown,” Duvel said, “that 
concentrated buying or selling the 
amount of 2,000,000 bushels or more 
results in an abnormal price move- 
ment in more than 80 per cent of the 
cases.” 

Duvel testified that occasionally tha 
transactions of one trader amounted 
to more than ten per cent of the 
day’s business on a grain exchange. 

“Operations of this kind in no sense 
represent a free and open market,” 
he said.

Very likely you would give Magel- 
lan, Vasco da Gama and Columbus 
without much question, and as & 
fourth you might name Sir Francis 
Drake.

For fifth on the list, I. suggest 
James Cook; who twice circled the 
globe in a sailing ship. Like Magel- 
lan, he was killed during his travels, 
in a quarrel with natives on a Pa- 
cifie island, and Also as in the case 
of. Magellan, it was his custom to be 
kind to natives whose lands he visited, 

Cook was born in England in 1728. 
The son of a farm worker, he had 
little help from his family in pushing 
ahead in his career; but after start- 
ting as a sailor, he rose step by step 
until he held the rank of captain in 
the royal navy. His skill in seaman- 
ship and his power to lead men 


brought him command of three voy- 


ages into the Pacific ocean. 


On the first of these voyages Cook 


sailed across the Atlantic until be 

reached the southern end of South 

America. l 
“When we came in sight of Tierra 


del Fuego,” wrote one of those who 
took part in the trip, “the eaptain 
went ashore to talk with the natives. 
The natives rose up and as a mark 
of friendship, threw away the small 
sticks which they held in their hands.” 

That far southern land proved 
cold, and we read further: 


“Snow fell thick, and we were 
warned by the doctor that ‘whoever 
sits down will sleép, and whoever 
sleeps will wake no more’; but the 
doctor soon felt so drowsy that he 
lay down, and we could hardly keep 
him awake! 

One of the objects of this voyage 
was to observe a “transit of Venus,” 
which astronomers had said would be 
in view from an island in the south 
Pacifie during June, 1769. Scientists 
from England had come on the trip. 

Rounding Cape Horn, Captain 
Cook sailed to the island; and the sci- 
entists prepared to watch the planet 
Venus cross the face of the sun. 
telescope had been brought along, and 
with its help the transit was seen on 
June 3. 

Later in the voyage Cook and his 
men visited New Zealand. Landing 
on the shore, they obtained a 4 
supply of fresh food—wild fowl, oys- 
ters and fish. 

From the natives they learned that 
New Zealand is made up of two large 
islands. 

Early in the year 1770 a bay in 
southeastern Australia was reached. 
This was called Botany bay, because 
so many kinds of strange plants were 
observed to grow around it.

While it is still too early, most trad- 
ers said, to forecast any form of sub- 
stantial rally there are indications 
that an excellent base has been form- 
ed. Only a few deterrents appear in 
front of the market, including the 
market regulation bill, and these grad- 
ually are losing their force against 
the rising tide of improvement. | 
LATE BUYING. 

Today’s market dilly-dallied through 
four hours and 50 minutes of trading. 
Special groups and “cats and dogs” 
received the greatest amount of trad- 
ing attention. Then in the last 10 
minutes substantial buying came in, 
the ticker got behind the market one 
minute, and prices jumped fractions 
to almost three points in the general 
list with mining stocks, steel issues 
and some of the leading industrials 
suddenly coming to life. 

The list of factors which confronted 
traders tonight included such items 
as: 

Statement at American Smelting 
meeting that copper and silver prices 
probably would advance shortly. 

Improved tone in the steel indus- 
try. Pittsburgh district operations, 
where heavy steel production is car- 
ried on and where the operations have 
lagged behind the remainder of the in- 
dustry, suddenly jumped four points 
to 36 per cent of capacity.

SCHEDULE BROADENS 
N STEEL PRICES 


NEW YORK, April 3.—(#)—The 
advance in steel prices following the 
10 per cent increase in wages re- 
cently announced by the steel makers 
was broadened today when a new 
price schedule was filed with the 
American Iron and Steel Institute. 

Advances of $5 to $8 a ton were 
shown in the new schedule for steel 
strip and sheets. 

Hot rolled strip is quoted at $2 per 
100 pounds, an advance of $5 a ton; 
cold rolled strip at $2.80, up $8 a 
ton; No. 10 hot rolled sheets at $2, 
up $5 a ton; galvanized sheets at 
$3.25, up $8; No. 24 black sheets at 
$2.65, an advance of $8 a ton, and 
cold rolled sheets, $3.15, up $8 a 
ton. 

Heavy cold rolled No. 10 gauge has 
been advanced $5 a ton, to $2.55 per 
100 pounds, and tin mill black plate, 
$4 a ton to $2.85 per 100 pounds. 

Later it was learned that bars, 
shapes and plates had been advanced 
$3 a ton at Pittsburgh. The new 
prices filed with the American Iron 
& Steel Institute are $1.90 a hundred 
pounds on bars and $1.85 on shapes 
and plates. 

Increases of 83 to $5 a ton were 
made on wire and nails.

Donald Comer, of Birmingham, Ala., 
representing the erican Cotton 
Manufacturers ition, appealed 
to a senate committee today not to 
approve any legislation which would 
disturb the eperation of NRA as it 
affects his industry.

unions, i 

“While I am here in opposition to 
the bill,” Comer told the committee. 
“I am not here to oppose those stated 

urposes of the bill, namely, to equal- 
ze the bargaining power of employers 
and employes, to eneourage the amic- 
able settlement of dispufes between 
employers and employes. I, tov, am 
hunting desperately for a right way 
toward industrial peace.” 

‘His appearance, he said, was “not 
so much against this bill, but against 
any bill that soon seeks by legislation 
to hurry on at a dangérous speed and 
thereby put in jeopardy the much that 
has alteday been gained.” 

He described NRA as “the begin 
ning of a better day“ for his industry, 
Turning to the broad labor provisions 
of the Wagner bill, he declared: 

“Industry ean never thrive on the 
premise that owner and worker must 
be natural enemies. The success of 
NRA will depend upon finding the 
proof that owner and workers must 
be friends. We should try to find a 
way that will promise to bring all par- 
ties to the job in friendly, not hostile 
attitudes.” 

Comer said the textile code pro- 
vided machinery for handling every 
question that can arise between owner 
and worker. 

Comer gave figures showing large 
increases both in numbers employed 
and pay rolls in his industry sine 
NRA was instituted. 

“Let the automobile industry aud 
others adjust themselves to President 
Roosevelt’s recent interpretation of 
paragraph 7 (a) of NRA,” he said 
“Let some continue using company. 
,unions and some A. F. of L. unions, 
and while we are all seeking a better 
way, efforts by each of these several 
groups will stimulate the best in all 
of them, Let’s not harass and bur- 
den all industry in our efforts to pun- 
ish the wilful evader. Let's first 
apply the present law and its penal- 
ties.“ 


The textile industry, Comer said, 
was co-operating with the farm ad- 
ministration in its efforts tp raise the 
price of cotton. “I think that the 
basic evil is not with industry.” he 
said, “but with the. economic condi- 
tion of the farmer.”
